EMERGENCIES. 
GREAT INCREASE OF HER Fak 
MASTERN. VLEET. * ..’ 
List OF THR NEW siTPs. 

From the telegrams that have reached 
Hongkong from England, it has been be- 
coming evident that the Britiah Ministry 
regard the situation in the Far East, ss 
very sotious indeed,” There can be no 
doubt that considerable tension marks the 
relations of. Britain and France at the pro- 
sent myment, and tho appearance of a Rus- 
sian army on the frontier of Manchuria 
does not help in any way towards dis- 
pelling the war cloud which may burst 
over the world at any moment.- It is 
not to be supposed that the war be- 
tween China and Japan is the only 
reason for sending troops and fast cruisers 
to Hongkong. Whatever. intorvention 
might be called for in tho interests 
pf trade and commerce,.it is hardly likely 
that Britain zhould eo addonly recognise 
the necessity for increasing hor atrength 
in this portion of the world, _ There is some: 
thing behiad all thia preparation, which is 
not known to ua in this ovipoat of civilisa- 
tion, The cloud may blow «ver without any 
seriguacondict between the Weatera Powere, 
and vo ara sure we express the feelings of 
tho British communities of tho Far Hast 
when we say there Isa strong desire that 
the counsels for peace may provuil. But 
it is at least evident that Lord Rosebery 
is bent upon maintaining his reputation a3 8 
strong Foreign Minister, end ie taking ere- 
ry means to safeguard British interests. 

Intimation has already been made of tho 
despatch of the Hdgar, Spartan, and 
Afolus, oruisers, from the Mediterranean 
Hoot for Chins, and of the gunboats Pigeon 
and Redbreast from the East ladia Btation. 
We are now in a position to atato 
that the cruiser Marathon hag aleo 
been detached from tho ast Indio 
Squadron, and will areive ot Hongkong 
in all probability about the end of next 
woek. But in addition to thesa vessels, 
intimation haa reached us that the firat- 
class twin-screw cruiser Crescent, which left 
England some timo ago for Australia, has 
been intercepted: en route, aud ordered to 
procsod with all haste to Hongkong. She 
has on board new crews for the Curagea, 
Lizard and Rapid (all on the Auctralian 
tation), besides supernumeraries for other 
versels, Altogather she hos on board 
about 700 officere and men. The Crescent 
actually Jeft Singapore for Hongkong on 
Sunday, and ia expected to arrive bere on 
Friday, 19th inatant. It will thus be secn 
that by the end of the present week tho 
British naval force in they waters will be 
very considerably augmented. 

Yosterday wo roferred ty the steps that 
wero being taken with a view to arm the 
fast merchantmon subsidised by the British 
Government. Beyond an occasional P. & 
O. steamer, the only subsidised morcbant 
eruisers on the China Station are the mag- 
nificent vessels of the Canadiun Pacific 
Railway Co.—tho Empress of India 
(Eiewt. 0. P. Marshail-R-N.B,}, the Em- 
press of China (Lieut.

LARGE SHIPMENTS OF ARMS EXPECTED, 


Tiontain, 6th October. 

Things are gelting into A muss here. 
The troops lately down from Peking to go 
to Shan-bai-kwan are only armed with 
gingalls, and will be useless against tho 
Japanese, who will only heva to apponr 
to catso them to run. A large Chineso 
semi-official firm has mado contracts for 
large quantities of quick-firing guns to ar- 
tive this month, a8 have two of the largert 
German firms here. Those are all ordered 
to come without -delxy. Fully one-half are 
expected thia month, the balance hefara 
navigation closes, Unless these reach 
rafely, China will have nothing with which 
to oppose the well-armed Japaneas. 


NEW IRON-OLADS. 

The impression prevails here that the 
Chinese have bought two iron-clada eithor 
in the United States or Austria, o8 great 
eflorts aro being made to ft the Tingyuen 
and Chinyuen for sea, whera they aay they 


will ba able to put soven men-of-war afloat, 
besides torpedo boats, and that thea they 
will win, or lose their fleet. Mr von Han- 
neken is to go agsin with Admiral Ting. 
The iron-clads have no ammunition for 
their big guns, and the Arsenal is working 
hard to have sore ready to send by one «f 
the tug-boata to Port Arthar. sf China 
caunot get these to Port Arthur and receive 
ber stores from home, her cavse is lost.—

This gentleman. although a tried 
servant of the Chinese and a master of 
thd cattnguist, had to’ run: for his Ifa 
fromsthe Manchy cavalry, A fleot of 60 
to 70 transporta in the Gulf, a landing at 
Port Arthur, a debarkation in force near 
the old Yollow River mouth, the Viceroy ’s 
early departure to take iha field in per- 
son—these ore thia week's crop-of rumours. 
Inoed hardly add that not one of them 
haa beon yerifiod, The Chinesa hare, how- 
ever, now fully expect an invasi-n of 
China proper st onoa; but in common 
honesty it wast be added they fear this 
fees than an ingasion by their own men, 
Japoneso humanity in caring for the 
wounded Chinesy soldiers, ana still more 
Jupanese policy in paying their way have 
greatly astonished the Chiuamea who know 
the facts.
